REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


We note the gratifying fact that during the past year the last 
dollar of school debt has been paid. It is certainly a matter of 
congratulation that our school houses are, upon the whole, in 
such fine condition, and that they are paid for. We may hope 
that no large outlay upon school houses will be necessary in the 
near future. Of course a small sum must be spent each year in 
keeping them in thorough repair. For the coming year we have 
thought of the following as important. The school house at the 
South needs to be thoroughly repainted, both inside and outside. 
The heating arrangements at the North should be changed or 
remodeled in some way so as to give better satisfaction and to 
save fuel also. The concreting which was commenced this year 
at the school house of the Center Village should be completed, 
so that no water will soak into the basement during the heavy 
rains. 

A right of way through the school house yard being held by 
the owners of the property on the south of the yard, and occasion 
for the use of this: right of way having arisen, we thought it 
advisable to move the east fence fifteen feet, and thus give ac- 
cess to the land, in order not to have a public highway passing 
through the school yard. 

Condition of Schools. 

We are able to report a general condition of prosperity and 
progress during the past year. The only unusually adverse in- 
fluence has been the sickness of several teachers, in conse- 
quence of which three schools have been cut short during the 
last term, and one seriously interrupted. 

Our schools are steadily improving. This better condition is 
of course mainly dependent upon the character of the teachers 
in charge of them. We have been fortunate in securing and 
retaining the service of teachers who have, for the most part, 
proved both faithful and capable. They have been untiring in 
their efforts to improve the schools under their charge, and 
prompt to adopt new methods which promised worthy results. 
We will briefly note two or three of these new methods. 
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Voice Culture. 

It is conceded by all educators that the training of the voice 
to that chiefest of esssentials to good reading and speaking, 
a distinct articulation, must be done in the primary grades if it 
is ever well.done. We are fortunate in having in Miss Meader, 
the teacher of the First Primary School, one who is admirably 
fitted for this work. Some two years since, she commenced 
drilling upon the elementary’ sounds, and, by unwearied pa- 
tience, she has accomplished wonders in this direction. Most 
of the children, who have been under her charge for one or 
more years, read and speak with a beautiful clearness of articu- 
lation. _The work which Miss Meader does, is well supple- 
mented and extended by Miss Robbe, in the Second Primary 
School, and we confidently expect that when the children now 
in the primary grades reach the higher grades; there will not be 
the difficulty in hearing what they say in recitation that is often 
experienced now in those higher grades. 


Drawing. 

We believe that some skill in drawing is one of the essentials 
of a good common school education ; and have accordingly intro- 
duced the Prang System of free-hand drawing. It takes several 
years to get such a system fairly established so that it may be 
properly developed in the different grades. Of course the time 
has been too short to produce very tangible results, but we hope 
the future will show results both tangible and worthy. We are 
particularly encouraged in this expectation from the results 
obtained in : 

Map Drawing. 

We referred to this matter in our last report and only revert 
to it to note progress, and we will do this by an illustration. 
On the blackboards in Miss Knight’s room are drawn a large 
number of maps. ‘These will remain during vacation, and any- 
one interested in the matter can have the opportunity of seeing 
them. Most of these are maps of the United States. They 
were drawn without the use of books and in about two hours’: 
time. They show the main natural features and locate the chief. 
cities, and, most noteworthy of all, they give all the states and’ 
territories so accurately as to position, size and shape, that it 
requires a close examination to detect errors. This we consider

a remarkable. achievement and congratulate both teacher and 
pupils upon it. 
Evening School. ; 

Early in the winter term, Miss Abbot, with a true missionary 
spirit, opened an evening school. Upwards of thirty young 
people from our shops and factories, met at the schoolrooms 
two evenings in a week, and it was evident that most of them 
were thoroughly in earnest. Great praise is due to Miss Abbot 
for initiating this worthy work and to Miss Banton and Miss 
Knight, who assisted her in teaching. All gave their services 
without charge, and what it is to give two hours to such work 
after spending an entire day in the exhausting work of the 
schoolroom, no one can realize who has never tried it. 

We trust this may become a regular feature of our schools. 
Even if it should not be thought advisable to revive it during the 
coming term on account of the short evenings and warm 
weather, yet we hope that early in the fall term it may be re-es- 
tablished. However, it is too much to ask that the teachers do 
all the work in this truly benevolent scheme, and we confidently 
expect that there are among our citizens those who will lend a 


helping hand. 
School Books and Supplies. 


Although not required by law to report in regard to these, we 
think it well to do so. We have had a careful examination 
made of all the books and their condition, and summarize the 
matter as below. The new system of providing books, etc., at 
the public expense, justifies itself more fully each year. Its ex- 
cellence may be epitomized in these two words—economy, 
efficiency.
